A Rescue Course is now being held at Vulcan from 4th to 22nd March, to 
train volunteers in the County of Vulcan, Forty-two such volunteers are under 
training, 


The third of these Extension Schools will be an Orientation Course held at 
Grande Prairie for thirty-nine candidates, from 18th to 22nd March.
